To  Mary  Washington  College  Alumnae: 

To  the  thousands  of  alumnae  and  former  students  of  Mary  Washington  College — greetings! 

Today,  as  never  before,  America  is  looking  to  her  educated  men  and  women  not 
only  as  leaders,  but  as  a  steadying  power.  The  quest  for  truth  and  the  exercise  of 
intelligent  leadership  become  more  difficult  in  a  period  of  vast  social  and  economic 
change.  Each  generation  has  its  own  problems  to  solve,  and  upon  the  correctness  of 
their  solution  often  depends  the  welfare  and  permanency  of  the  community,  the  state, 
and  the  nation.  This  generation  is  confronted  with  the  greatest  problems  of  all  times, 
and  women  are  playing  an  all  important  role  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation  and  of  the 
world.

REPORT  FROM  YOUR  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 

PRESIDENT 

The  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  join  me  in  greetings  to  each 
of  our  2,500  members  as  well  as  in  extending  to  each  of  you  our  appreciation  for  your 
loyal  support  and  encouragement  during  our  terms  of  service,  to  you  and  to  the  Mary 
Washington  College,  Administration,  Faculty  and  Student  Body  and  Chapter  Officers  we 
have  earnestly  tried  to  fulfill  our  pledges.  By  the  Constitution  and  its  By-Lays  we  are 
required  to  present  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Association  during  the  year  previous. 
It  is  therefore,  my  duty  as  well  as  my  privilege  to  briefly  present  an  account  of  the  most 
important  activities  of  the  Association  during  the  year.  It  has  been  a  year  of  uncertainty 
but  not  of  anxiety  and  we  face  the  immediate  future  with  optimism.  Our  alumnae  are 
gloriously  at  war,  including  seventeen  members  of  the  faculty,  and  we  hope  that  each 
alumna  will  be  conscious  of  the  personal  message  implicit  in  this  letter. 

June  1943  marked  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  our  first  graduates  who  left  college 
in  1913.  This  year  we  had  thirty  "Daughters"  of  alumnae  at  College,  and  at  a  reception 
these  girls  organized  themselves  into  an  "Alumnae  Daughters'  Club"  on  April  28,  1943. 
Our  Association  president  presented  a  silver  loving  cup  to  be  awarded  each  year  to  that 
"Daughter"  achieving  the  highest  scholastic  average  for  her  year's  work.  For  the  highest 
1942-43  average  the  cup  was  awarded  on  Class  Day,  May  31,  1943,  to  Kathleen  Goffigon 
'44,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Kathleen  "Bet"  Hallett,  '16,  of  Capeville,  Virginia. 

Four  Board  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  1942-43  with  quorums  for  only 
three,  May   30,   1942,  November  27,   1942,  and  May   31,   1943. 

The  Senior  Classes  of  both  1942  and  1943  were  entertained  and  given  invitations 
to  become  members  of  the  Association — a  banquet  and  dance  May  30,  1942,  a  tea  May 
23,  1943. 

The  Alumnae  attending  the  Virginia  State  Teachers'  Conference  in  Richmond  held  a 
luncheon  meeting  at  the  Commonwealth  Club  for  their  Thanksgiving  Meeting  November 
27,  1942,  which  was  well  attended  and  greatly  enjoyed.  The  large  silk  American  Flag 
with  stand,  gift  of  Mr.  R.  S.  Reynolds,  President,  Reynolds  Metals  Company  of  Richmond, 
was   later  placed  in   the   College  Library. 

In  compliance  with  Dr.  Combs'  invitation  the  names  of  the  National  and  Chapter 
Officers  of  the  Association  were  included  in  a  special  Alumnae  Association  listing  in  the 
College  Bulletin  and  request  made  that  the  current  list  be  furnished  his  office  each  year 
not  later  than  December  20th. 

Letter  and  notices  of  1942-43  dues  were  mailed  under  a  pre-cancelled  lc  stamp  to 
the  2,395  members  on  whom  we  had  records  in  our  files. 

The  files  and  records  of  the  Alumnae  Association  were  removed  from  College  to  new 
headquarters  in  the  home  of  the  president  when  Miss  Turman  under  date  of  Dec.  11, 
1942,  requested  that  she  be  relieved  of  same.  Since  then  the  files  have  been  kept  up  to 
date  by  the  president  with  the  aid  of  the  Washington  Chapter  Committees.  Receipts  have 
been  mailed  to  the  active  as  well  as  to  the  Life  Members.  We  earnestly  hope  that  suffi- 
cient membership  dues  will  be  subscribed  to  enable  us  to  return  the  files  to  College  and 
pay  for  the  necessary  work  in  connection  therewith  at  some  early  date,  until  some  plan 
can  be  worked  out  it  will  be  necessary  to  depend  on  the  faithful  and  loyal  efforts  of  those 
who  can  give  free  and  dependable  service. 

Mrs.  Mary  C.  Turner,  '  ,336  57th  Street,  Newport  News,  Va.,  was  appointed 
treasurer  on  March  29,  1943,  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  Miriam  Carpenter  who, 
because  of  the  pressure  of  home  and  office  duties,  found  it  necessary  to  resign. 

The  Convocation  Program  arranged  by  Dr.  Alvey  on  April  28,  1943,  for  the  Class 
of  '43  and  the  entire  student  body,  who  gave  a  gratifying  demonstration  of  their  appre- 
ciation both  through  attendance  and  applause,  was  most  encouraging.  It  was  followed 
by  a  reception  for  the  "Alumnae  Daughters"  and  the  organization  of  their  "Daughters' 
Club." 

The  president  made  visits  to  the  Fredericksburg,  Culpeper,  Roanoke,  Richmond  and 
Newport  News  Chapters.  Plans  for  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Danville  Chapter  were 
cancelled  because  of  the  restricted  vacation  travel  out  of  Washington  during  the 
Christmas-New  Year's  Season. 


Attempts  to  organize  chapters  in  Alexandria  and  Fairfax  failed  because  of  a  lack  of 
a  quorum,  but  copies  of  the  proposed  sample  constitution  and  by-laws  for  local  Chapters 
compiled  during  the  year  were  left  for  their  use  and  we  hope  for  success  this  year. 

The  $150  Student  Loan  fund  voted  to  Mary  Elizabeth  Leedom  has  been  returned 
to  the   treasury. 

Mildred  Williams  has  returned  all  of  her  student  loan  and  this  year  the  Student  Loan 
funds  are  not  at  present  in  use — any  suggestions  or   recommendations?

This  is  an  excellent  way  for  the  Chapters,  members  and  officers  to  keep  in  close 
touch  and  communication  with  each  other,  so  I  urge  all  Chapters  to  forward  their 
$1.00  subscriptions  to  Miss  Davis  by  first  mail  and  suggest  that  as  many  members  as  can 
subscribe.  But  more  important  than  that  is  my  wish  that  you  forward  to  Headquarters, 
promptly,  all  news  of  yourselves  or  collegemates — marriages,  births,  changes  of  address 
or  jobs,  so  your  friends  may  join  with  you  in  your  joys  and  sorrows  as  well  as  keep  in 
association  with  you.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

of 
THE  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION  OF  MARY  WASHINGTON 

COLLEGE 

Article  I — Name 

This   Organization    shall    be    called    the    Alumnae    Association    of    Mary    Washington 
College. 

Article  II — Object 

The  object  of   this  organization  is   to  promote  good   fellowship   among  its  members 
and  to  strengthen  their  bonds  with  their  Alma  Mater. 
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Article  III — Members 

Any  graduate  or  former  student  of  Mary  Washington  College  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  in  this  organization. 

Article  IV — Meetings 

Section   1.     There  shall  be  at  least  one  regular  meeting  a  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  at 
Mary   Washington   College   in   Fredericksburg,   Virginia. 

Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Association  may  be  held  at  a 
convenient  place  at  any  time  upon  the  call  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  of  any  five 
members  of  the  Association  submitted  to  the  President  or  Board  of  Directors  in  writing. 

Sec.  4.  Notice  of  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  special  meetings  upon 
call  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  of  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  given  by  the 
President  through  communications  stating  the  purposes  of  such  meetings  mailed  not  less 
than  five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  proposed  meetings. 

Sec.  5.  A  quorum  of  any  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Association  shall  consist 
of  twenty-five  members.  A  majority  of  such  quorum  shall  decide  any  question  which 
may  come  before  the  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  order  of  business  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  as  far  as  possible  at 
all  other  meetings  of  the  members,  shall  be: 

1.  Call  to  order 

2.  Approval  of  the  minutes 

3.  Financial  report 

4.  Report  of  committees 

5.  Unfinished  business 

6.  New  business 

7.  Election  of  officers 

8.  Adjournment 

Article  V — Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  a  Parliamentarian,  and  a  Historian. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association;  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association;  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees;  shall  approve  payment  of  any  funds  from  the  treasury;  shall  appoint  standing 
committees,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  shall  appoint  all  special  com- 
mittees and  shall  fill  by  appointment,  in  the  absence  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  any 
vacancies  occurring  on  the  Board;  she  shall  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Association 
which  shall  be  presented  at  the  Regular  Meeting  and  which  report  shall  be  mailed  out 
to  any  active  member  upon  request. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President  the  Vice-President  shall  exercise 
all  her  functions,  and  upon  the  resignation  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
serve  as  President  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  sign  with  the  President  such  instruments  as 
require  such  signatures,  and  shall  affix  and  attest  the  seal  of  the  Association  to  all 
documents  requiring  the  same,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  incidental  to 
her  office. 

Sec.  J.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  or  securities  of  the 
Association,  except  those  properly  held  by  such  persons  or  institutions  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  President  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  sign  all  checks,  drafts, 
notes  and  other  instruments  for  the  payment  of  money,  and  she  shall  pay  out  and  dispose 
of  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  President  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall 
present  her  books  annually  for  the  inspection  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  shall  present 
an  annual  report  of  the  year's  budget  each  year,  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  which  report 
shall  be  mailed  to  active  members  upon  request. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  shall  appoint  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors  a 
Secretary  or  a  Treasurer  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  either  of  these  offices. 


Article  VI — Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President, 
the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Parliamentarian,  the  Historian,  the  Past-President  and 
the  Presidents  of  each  of  the   Local  Alumnae  Chapters. 

Sec.  2.  The  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  consist  of  six  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  semi-annually 
at  a   time  and  place  to  be  determined   by  the  President. 

Sec.  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  President  or  at  the  request  of  any  three  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Association  shall  each  hold  the  corresponding  office  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  Directors  among  the  Chapter  Presidents 
shall  be  filled  by  the  respective  Local  Alumnae  Chapter,  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  to  carry  forward  the  work 
of  the  Association  between  annual  meetings,  to  formulate  policies  for  adoption  by  the 
Association,  to  supervise  the  work  of,  and  to  receive  reports  from  the  Executive  Secretary, 
to  receive  and  approve  the  budget,  to  approve  the  plans  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
to  approve  the  Nominating  Committee,  to  determine  what  publications  shall  be  published 
by  the  Association,  and  to  appoint  the  editor  or  editors  thereof,  to  keep  the  local 
chapters  informed  of  the  activities  of  the  National  Association,  and  to  cooperate  in  every 
possible  way  with  the  College  Administration  and  Faculty  in  advancing  the  interest  of 
the  College. 

Article  VII — Nominations,  Terms  of  Office,  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association. 

Sec.  2.     Officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Sec.   3.     The  President  of  each  of  the  Local  Chapters  shall  be  a  Director. 

Sec.  4.  Only  members  of  the  Association  of  one  year's  standing,  or  more,  and 
who  are  active  members  of  the  Alumnae  Association  at  the  time  of  the  nomination 
shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  President  and  Vice-President. 

Sec.  5.  Members  of  the  Association  who  have  been  out  of  college  for  one  year, 
or  more,  and  who  are  active  members  of  the  Alumnae  Association  at  the  time  of  the 
nomination  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  Any  active  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of 
Director. 

Sec.  7.  The  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  the  Parliamentarian,  the 
Historian,  and  the  Directors  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  They  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election  for  one  term  only.  The  Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer  may  be  elected 
for  an  indefinite  number  of  terms. 

Sec.  8.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  one  year  by 
the  Board   of  Directors  and  the  President. 

Sec.  9.  Election  of  officers  shall  be  by  secret  ballot.  The  executive  secretary  shall 
mail  a  ballot,  to  each  active  member  of  the  Association  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.  The  return  ballots  shall  be  received  and  opened  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  such  ballots  cast  by  mail  shall  be  counted  with  those 
ballots  cast  in  person  by  active  members  in  attendance  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  A  majority 
of  all  votes  cast  by  mail  in  person  shall  constitute  an  election. 

Article  VIII — Executive  Secretary  and  Office 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  establish  an  Executive  Office  at  Mary  Washington 
College  which  shall  serve  as  a  coordinating  agency  for  all  activities  of  the  Association, 
and  at  which  shall  be  maintained  the  permanent  files,  administrative  records  and  the 
equipment  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation   of   the   Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  responsible  to  the  President  of  the  Asso- 
ciation   and    shall    make    for    the   Board    of    Directors    an    annual    report    and    any   other 
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reports  that  the  President  and  the  Board  may  require.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the 
executive  office;  shall  keep  current  the  permanent  files  and  administrative  records;  shall 
carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  Association,  shall  mail  ballots  and  notices  of  Annual 
Meeting  and  special  meetings  of  the  Association  to  all  active  members  of  the  Association; 
shall  send  annual  reports  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  on  request  to  active  members; 
shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  which  meetings  she  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  discussion  but  not  of  voting,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  prescribe. 

Article  IX — Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  committees,  appointed  by  the  President 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors: 

(a)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  serve 
for  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment.  The  Committee  shall  devise 
and  suggest  ways  and  means  of  raising  money  for  the  Association  and  submit  them 
to  the  Board.     They  shall  inspect  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  annually. 

(b)  The  Scholarship  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  serve 
for  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment.  The  Committee  shall  make 
recommendations  through  the  President  of  the  Association  on  the  awarding  of  all 
scholarships. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  of  three  or  more  members  appointed 
by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  members  serve  for 
one  year  and  shall  not  be  eligible  for  two  successive  appointments. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  may  appoint  such  special  committees  as  she  may  deem 
necessary. 

Article  X — Alumnae  Chapters 

Section  1.  An  Alumnae  Chapter  Certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  ten  active 
members  of  the  Association  who  may  wish  to  form  an  Alumnae  Chapter  in  any  town, 
community  or  city,  upon  their  registration  with  the  President  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  A  standard  constitution  and  by-laws  for  all  local  Chapters  will  be  provided 
for  adoption  by  any  local  Chapter  upon  request  to  the  President  of  the  Association. 

Article  XI — Publications 

Section  1.  The  Association  may  issue  such  publications  as  the  President  and  her 
Board  of  Directors  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  an  editor,  or  a  board  of  editors,  for  any  publication 
which  the  Association  may  issue,  shall  be  made  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  XII — Dues 

Section  1.  Annual  dues  for  active  membership  in  the  Association  shall  be  one 
dollar,  which  shall  include  an  annual  subscription  to  any  publication  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Life  membership  dues  in  the  Association  shall  be  twenty  dollars,  which 
may  be  payable  in  full  or  in  four  installments  of  five  dollars  each  over  a  period  of  four 
years,  and  which  shall  include  a  life  subscription  to  any  publication  the  Association  may 
issue. 

Sec.  3.  The  first  ten  dollars  paid  on  any  life  membership  shall  be  deposited  in  a 
special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  last  two  installments  of  five 
dollars  of  any  life  member  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  be  used 
for  the  current  operating  expenses  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  Annual  dues  shall  be  expended  only  for  operating  expenses.  Interest  from 
the  Endowment  Fund  may  be  expended  for  operating  expenses,  but  the  principal  of  that 
fund   is   to  be  kept  intact. 

Sec.  5.  Honorary  membership  in  the  Association  shall  be  extended  to  anyone  who 
makes  a  gift  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  to  the  Association. 

Article  XIII — Amendments 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  or  rescinded  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
the  majority  of  any  body  of  active  members  for  that  year,  either  by  mail  ballot  of  the 
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entire  group  or  by  the  assembled  vote  added  to  the  ballots  by  mail  from  the  active 
members  of  the  given  year,  when  such  a  proposed  action  has  been  announced  in  the  notice 
of  such  meeting. 

This  Constitution  was  ratified  by   the  majority  vote  of   the  members  of  the   Mary 
Washington  Alumnae  Association  at  its  Annual  Meeting  February   27,   1943.

CLUB  CHARTER 

Know  ye,  all  men  by  these  present  that  inasmuch  as  this  is  the  Thirtieth  Anniver- 
sary of  the  first  graduating  class  of  Mary  Washington  College;  that  since  this  year 
records  the  largest  number  of  College  Alumnae  to  send  their  daughters  to  Mary  Wash- 
ington so  that  there  are  now  thirty  "Alumnae  Daughters"  at  College;  we  the  undersigned 
have  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  April,  1943,  by  permission  of  the  President  and  the 
Dean  of  Women  of  the  College  bound  ourselves  together  to  found  and  establish  at  Mary 
Wnshington  College,  Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  an  "Alumnae  Daughters'  Club." 

The  purposes  of  the  Alumnae  Daughters'  Club  shall  be: 

1.  To  maintain  and  further  the  traditions  of  Mary  Washington  College  as  passed 
down  to  us  by  our  mothers,  by  holding  and  setting  a  standard  of  kindness,  good  manners, 
consideration  for  others  and  the  highest  scholastic  standing  in  our  powers  by  open  and 
fair  competition  in  all   we  do  here; 

2.  To  act  as  hostesses  and  big  sisters  to  all  new  alumnae  daughters  entering  College 
each  year  and  to  serve  in  any  needed  capacity  as  advisors,  champions  or  confidants  for 
them; 

3.  To  stand  in  readiness  to  sponsor  any  good  cause  at  College  at  the  suggestion 
of  those  in  authority,  ever  desirous  of  putting  a  cooperative  shoulder  to  the  wheel  to 
accomplish  some  good; 

4.  To  hope  and  aim  for  the  day  when  our  own  daughters  may  seek  the  guidance 
and  shelter  for  higher  education  through  the  portals  of  our  Alma  Mater; 

5.  To  reflect  our  love  for  freedom,  our  respect  for  the  democratic  institutions  and 
policies  wrought  at  such  pain  and  effort  by  our  forefathers,  as  well  as  our  earnest  desires 
at  all  times  to  stand  for  justice  and  tolerance,  never  afraid  to  do  right  in  the  firm  belief 
that  it  is  never  right  to  do  wrong. 

OFFICERS 

This  Club  shall  choose  annually,  each  spring,  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  treasurer 
and  a  secretary,  with  a  liaison  officer  to  meet  with  the  Faculty  Alumnae  Committee,  at 
its  invitation.  The  President  shall  serve  also  as  a  Director  of  the  National  Alumnae 
Association  to  receive  and  disseminate  information  between  their  Board  and  the  Daugh- 
ters' Club. 

DUES 

Annual  dues  of  $1.00  shall  be  paid  by  each  member  and  the  Club  members  shall 
decide  at  the  suggestion  of  its  President  and  Board  how  it  shall  be  used;  to  cover  costs 
of  picture  and  inclusion  in  the  College  Annual  and  whatever  project  that  they  may 
desire.  It  is  understood  that,  as  a  "Daughter  Club"  they  may  at  any  time  appeal  to 
the  "Mother  Club,"  i.e.  the  National  Alumnae  Association,  for  aid  in  its  undertakings. 
A  list  of  all  its  members,  their  names,  addresses,  Class  and  the  names  and  Class  of  their 
mothers  shall  be  sent  each  October  1st  to  the  President  of  the  Alumnae  Association  to 
be  included  in  the  Alumnae  Associations'  records  and  publications 

MEETINGS 

Regular  monthly  meetings  shall  be  held  at  an  agreed  upon  specific  time  and  date 
(such  as  the  second  Sunday  of  each  month  at  4:30  p.m.)   and  absences  shall  be  attended 
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by  good  excuses.  The  meetings  shall  be  for  brief  business  and  such  social  activities  as 
the  Program  Committee  may  be  able  to  plan,  musicales,  picnics,  hikes,  games,  debates, 
biographical  reports,  dramatizations  or  readings:

CONSTITUTION  AND   BY-LAWS   FOR   NEW   CHAPTERS 
THE  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION  OF  MARY  WASHINGTON 

COLLEGE 

THE  CHAPTER,  NO 

,  194 

Article  I — Name 

This  organization  shall   be  called   the  Chapter  of   the  Alumnae 

Association  of  Mary  Washington  College,  Fredericksburg,  Va. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  promote  good  fellowship  among  its  members, 
to  strengthen  their  bonds  between  other  chapters  and  College. 

Article  III — Members 

Any  graduate  or  former  student  of  Mary  Washington  College,  Fredericksburg,  Vir- 
ginia, sh.il!  be  eligible  for  membership  in  this  organization. 

Article  IV — Meetings 

Section    1 .      There  shall  be  one  meeting  a  month  for  the  months  of  September,  Octo- 
ber, November,  December,  January,  February,  March,  April  and  May. 

Sec.   2.     Special    meetings   of    the   members  of   the  chapter   may   be   held   at   a   con- 
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venient  place  at  any  time  upon  the  call  of  the  Executive  Board  or  of  any  five  members 
of  the  chapter,  submitted  to  the  President  of  the  chapter  or  the  Executive  Board  in 
writing. 

Sec.  3.  A  quorum  of  any  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  chapter  shall  consist  of 
ten  members.  A  majority  of  such  quorum  shall  decide  any  question  which  may  come 
before  the  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  order  of  business  at  the  regular  meetings  and,  as  far  as  possible,  at 
all  other  meetings  of  the  members,  shall  be: 

1.  Call  to  order  by  the  presiding  officer,  Prayer  and  Song. 

2.  Reading  and  approval  of  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

3.  Report  on  the  finances  by  the  treasurer. 

4.  Report  of  committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  New  business. 

7.  Entertainment  or  program. 

8.  Adjournment — The  Alma  Mater  Song. 

Article  V — Officers 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Co-Director  (The  President  being  also  the  Director  to  serve 
on  the  National  Board  and  use  one  vote  between  them  on  any  matter  before  the  National 
Board  of  Directors),  these  five  officers  being  elected  and  a  Parliamentarian  and  a  Historian 
and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  needed  from  time  to  time  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  with  approval  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  provide  at  all  meetings  of  the  Chapter,  shall  have  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Chapter  and  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  com- 
mittees, shall  appoint  standing  committees  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall 
appoint  all  special  committees  and  shall  fill,  in  the  absence  of  the  Executive  Board,  any 
vacancies  occurring  on  the  nominating  committee,  and  shall  serve  as  Director  from  the 
Chapter  on  the  National  Association's  Board. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  exercise 
all  her  functions,  and  upon  the  resignation  of  the  President,  shall  serve  as  President  until 
the  next  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Chapter  and 
of  the  Executive  Board,  keep  and  build  the  roster  of  members  by  name,  class  and  address 
and  mail  to  them  dues  notices  and  reminders  of  the  meetings,  date,  time  and  place. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds  of  the  Chapter,  keeping 
a  complete  record  at  all  times  for  reference  of  any  member,  of  the  money  received  and 
shall  pay  out  and  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  direction  and  approval  of  the  President 
and/or  the  Executive  Board.  If  her  term  of  office  is  not  completed  the  President  shall 
appoint  a  new  Treasurer  to  fill  the  unexpired  term,  as  well  any  other  officer  in  case  of 
resignations  or  vacancies. 

Sec.  6.  The  Co-Director  shall  serve  with,  or  in  her  stead  as  directed  by  the  President, 
acting  with  the  Vice-President  as  an  aide  to  the  President,  to  represent  or  serve  in  her 
stead  by  direction  of  the  President,  on  the  Board  of  the  National  Association,  with  one 
vote  between  them,  and  shall  cooperate  with  the  College  and  faculty  in  every  possible 
way  to  advance  the  interest  of  the  College  through  the  Chapter,  the  three  of  them 
serving  as  a  standing  committee  for  hospitality  and  assistance  to  any  visiting  College 
Representative  at  all  times. 

Sec.  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  serve  as  a  ready  reference  on  all  points  of  Parlia- 
mentary laws  or  rules  as  set  forth  in  this  Constitution  and  shall  serve  on  such  committees 
as  the  President  may  request. 

Sec.  8.  The  Historian  shall  keep  a  scrapbook  and  running  story  of  the  Chapter,  the 
activities  of  its  members  both  as  individuals  and  a  group,  sending  annually  to  headquarters 
a  summary  of  the  year's  events. 

Article  VI — Executive  Board 
Section   1.     The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  the 
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Secretary,    Treasurer,   Co-Director,   Historian,   Parliamentarian   and    the  Chairmen   of  all 
standing  committees. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  at  least  three  Executive  Board  Meetings  a  year,  the  first 
being  held  before  September   15th. 

Article  VII — Nominations,  Terms  of  Office  and  Elections 
Section    1.     The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  April  Meeting  of  the 

Chapter. 

Sec.   2.     Officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  Nominating  Committee.    All  officers  shall 

be  active  members,  they  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year  but  shall  be  eligible  for 

re-election  for  one  term  only.     The  full  list  of  new  officers,  with  names,  class  and  address 

shall  be  sent  immediately  to  the  President  of   the  National  Association  at  the  close  of 

the  installation  of  new  officers  at  the  May  Meeting. 

Sec.   3.     The  name  of  any  member  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  be  presented 

as  a  nominee.     Election  of  officers  shall  be  by  open  ballot,  Nominees  being  asked  to  leave 

the  room  at  the  time  of  the  election. 

Article  VIII — Committees 

The  following  standing  committees  may  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  the 
number  on  each  committee  and  the  duties  to  be  performed  should  be  outlined  by  the 
President  as  the  needs  may  arise: 

Any  additional  special  committees  may  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  aid  her  in 
carrying   to  successful   conclusion   the  work  of   the  organization: 

1.  Ways  and  Means  5.  Program 

2.  Publicity  6.  Bulletin 

3.  Hospitality  7.  Scholarship 

4.  Membership  8.  Alumnae  Daughters 

The  Chairman  of  each  of  the  above  committees  must  file  a  written  report  of  the 
year's  work  of  her  Committee  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Chapter,  after  reading  same 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  April  each  year.  The  President  will  use  these  reports  to 
compile  her  annual  report  to  the  Chapter  and  to  the  President  of  the  National  Association. 

Article  IX — Dues 

Annual  dues  for  active  members  in  the  Chapter  shall  be  $1.50,  one  dollar  of  which 
shall  be  forwarded  immediately  to  the  National  Treasurer  and  fifty  cents  retained  as  dues 
for  the  Chapter  Membership. 

Article  X — The  Bullet 

At  least  one  annual  subscription  to  the  Bullet,  the  College  paper  of  each  week, 
shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  Chapter  and  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Chapter.  The 
Publicity  Chairman  shall  send  promptly  all  news  of  members,  meetings  and  activities 
of  the  Chapter,  with  the  approval  of  the  President  to  the  President  of  the  National 
Association  to  be  included  in  her  weekly  report  to  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Bullet. 

Article  XI — Amendments 
Section   I.     These  By-Laws  must  be  accepted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter 

when  a  quorum  is  present. 

Sec.   2.     After  the  acceptance  by  majority  vote,  this  Chapter  Constitution  may  be 

amended  or   rescinded   in  whole  or  in  part  at  any  meeting  of   the  Chapter   by  majority 

voterprovided  the  amendment  or  recommendation  has  been  presented  at  a  previous  meeting 

by  the  Parliamentarian.
